His com painon, Harold Dobson, of 
Riverton, fiancee of the drowned m a n ’s 
daughter, lies near death on a bed 
at the home of Jack so n ’s brother-in- 
law and sister, Mi. and Mrs. Cromwell 
H anley, 1620 9th avenue N. E., suffer­ 
ing from exposure and fright from his 
terrifying experience. 
N ear collapse Dobson told In dis­ 
jointed form yesterday afternoon of 
the overturning of the boat, of J a c k ­ 
son’s disappearance, of his own e x ­ 
perience in battling the cold w ater, in 
an attem p t to locate his friend and 
then of dragging himself up on the 
shore, unable to rise for m inutes be 
fore plunging through the woods to 
where their car was located. 
He tried 
for a long tim e to sta rt the c a r and 
then finally made his w ay to B rain ­ 
erd to announce the sad news. 
So weakened and nervous was Dob­ 
son th a t he was unable to give rela­ 
tives accurate inform ation as to the 
location where the boat overturned. 
H e was ordered to bed by a physician 
with the instructions that he was not 
to be disturbed.

m urder, penned a death cell piece that 
was enlarged Into "The 
Last 
Mile,” 
went to his death blinded. Two weeks 
ago, in a fit of rage, he gouged out his 
own eyes with a steak bone, whetted 
to razor-like sharpness. 
Joyce once had gained respite from 
death in the electric chair by feigning 
insanity. 
He was taken from death 
row and declared insane after he had 
shrieked 
the 
senseless 
“Jones, 
Oh 
Jones” continually and stripped his 
clothes from his body in the dead of 
winter. 
Confined to a sanitarium , he ap p ar­ 
ently became norm al again. 
He was 
returned to his death cell. 
Again he 
feigned madness. 
The laws of Texas forbid a second 
sanity trial, but he m aintanied his role 
of a mad man and it was in vain hope 
of a reprieve that he dug out his eyes. 
T hree days ago he became calm and 
accepted his fate.

"Every 
one of M ilwaukee’s other six breweries 
ie ready to start operation on a mo­ 
m en t’s notice." 
P abst recently said th at the equip­ 
m ent, imported from G erm any, could 
be used for m aking m alt syrup an 
well as beer. 
He adm itted today, how­ 
ever, the m achinery would no* have 
been installed “were it not 
for the 
probability of beer com ing back." 
In m anufacturing the non-alcoholic 
beverage, Pabst said, "regular beer’’ 
first is produced and the alcohol later 
removed. 
If beer of stronger alcoholic content 
is legalized, he pointed out. the brew­ 
eries can keep on m aking near-beer 
and simply neglect to remove the ex­ 
cess alcohol. 
"U nder present reg u latio n s,’ P abst 
raid, "the alcoholic content of beer Is 
limited to one-half of one per cent. 
Myself and other brew ers 
a re 
con­ 
vinced th a t the W ickersham com m it­ 
tee on law enforcem ent will m ake a 
recom m endation to congress during 
D ecem ber th a t three and four per cent 
beer be allowed. 
"I feel th a t the public w an ts beer 
back, and th a t congress will listen, if 
not next December, then in December, 
1931. 
I am willing to stake all m y 
m oney on my expectations so th a t my 
com pany m ay be ready.” 
O ther evidence of P ab st’s faith in 
the return of beer is seen in im prove­ 
m ents which his corporation is m ak­ 
ing to its m alt house and boiler rooms. 
The seven-story m alt house, co n tain ­ 
ing 
germ inating 
bins, 
belting 
and 
cleaning m achinery, has been rem odel­ 
ed at a cost of $125,000. 
T he Pabst 
C orporation has stocked its w arehouse

Milwaukee’s million dollar breweries 
soon will be producing pre-prohibition 
beer for retail sale at ten cents a pint. 
Fred Pabst, Sr., whose name has been 
known in the brewing industry 
for 
years, predicted today in an interview. 
“I have gambled $800,000 
in 
new 
equipment on my belief that the 18th 
amendment will be modified to permit 
m anufacture of beer,” he said. “Every 
one of Milwaukee’s other six breweries 
is ready to start operation on a mo­ 
ment’s notice.” 
Pabst recently said that the equip 
ment, imported from Germany, could 
be used for making malt syrup as 
well as beer. 
He admitted today, how­ 
ever, the machinery w-ould not have 
been 
installed "were it not for the 
probability of beer coming back.” 
In manufacturing the non-alcoholic 
beverage, Pabst said, "regular beer” 
first is produced and the alcohol later 
removed. 
If beer of stronger alcoholic content 
is legalized, he pointed out, the brew­ 
eries can keep on making near-beer 
and simply neglect to remove the ex­ 
cess alcohol. 
“Under present regulations, ’ Pabst 
said, “the alcoholic content of beer is 
limited to one-half of one per cent. 
Myself and other brewers 
are 
con­ 
vinced that the W ickersham commit­ 
tee on law enforcement will make a 
recommendation 
to congress 
during 
December that three and four per cent 
beer be allowed. 
“I feel that the public wants beer 
back, and that congress will listen, if 
not next December, then in December, 
1931. 
I am willing to stake all my 
money on my expectations so that my 
company may be ready.” 
Other evidence of P abst’s faith in 
the return of beer is seen in improve­ 
ments which his corporation is m ak­ 
ing to its malt house and boiler rooms. 
The seven-story malt house, contain­ 
ing 
germinating 
bins, 
belting 
and 
cleaning machinery, has been remodel­ 
ed at a cost of $125,000. 
The Pabst 
Corporation has stocked its warehouse 
with 
between 
$300,000 
and 
$400,000 
more grain than ordinarily would be 
carried. 
Pabst said the return of beer w’ould 
provide employment for thousands of 
men and increase the prices of grain 
crops.
